completely , 
A few hours before the final insipid re­ 
port: wa s made to President Truman, the 
W hite House had 
been informed 
there 
wa s a good chance of a greement in fa v or 
of fact finding The conferees were then 
seeking a report 
fa v oring the 
esta blish­ 
ment of just wha t Mr. Truman later rec­ 
ommended to congress— the esta blishment 
of an inv estiga ting committee to determine 
the fa cts in big national w a ge strike dis­ 
putes. 
But labor ba lked a t this. The proposal 
for such a settlement had come, in the be­ 
ginning, from the side of ma na gement and 
by the final hours the conferees had rea ch­ 
ed wha t seemed to White House observ ers 
as a sta ge of childish petula nce. The mere 
fa ct tha t ma na gement had proposed the 
idea was enough to defea t it in the ey es of 
labor. 
In sustance, howev er, it represented the 
mildest possible escape for labor from the 
predica ment of unpopular strikes and the 
threat of real labor reform legisla tion from 
congress. It was a 
fur-lined wa y out 
for 
CIO and AFL, but they did not take it, and, 
indeed, conducted some sham show of re­ 
sistance when Mr. 
Truman 
offered 
the 
same proposition. 
If y ou think this is silly , the inner dea l­ 
ings of the conference were a ctua lly much 
worse. At one time CIO 
President 
Phil 
Murray 
offered a 
last-plan 
resolution, 
merely stating that the conference wa s in 
fav or of wa ge increases. Not ev en m a na ge­ 
ment could oppose such a proposition, as 
an increase of IO percent a lrea dy had been 
offered far, far back, only to be declined 
by labor then. 
The Murray resolution did not ev en men­ 
tion IO percent, but merely said “ wa ge in­ 
crea se” . Smite me if y ou will, so help me, 
AFL 
President 
William 
Green 
v oted 
against the resolution and caused its 
de­ 
fea t. When asked by 
Murray why 
AFL 
wa s v oting against the wa ge increase res­ 
olution, Mr. Green 
responded

CLOTTING of the blood is a 
eery complex process. A number 
of substances tak e part in it. One 
of these substances is k nown as 
prothrombin. It lias been found 
that persons lack ing in v itamin K 
will hav e a deficiency of prothrom­ 
bin. There is a drug k nown as di- 
eumarol which also will produce 
a 
prothrombin 
deficiency, 
and 
hence will prolong the clotting 
time of the blood. Other than this 
effect it does not appear ko hav e 
any harmful action on the human 
being. 
You may wonder of what v alue 
such a drug as dicumarol may be, 
but it has prov en to be life sav ing. 
Quite often, following operations, 
persons may hav e what is k nown 
as a pulmonary embolism or there 
may dev elop a condition k nown as 
thrombophlebitis. 


Pulmonary Embolism 


A pulmonary embolism consists 
of a small bit of material, such as 
part of a blood clot, which lodges 
in 
the 
lung. 
Thrombophlebitis 
means the formation of a blood 
clot in a v ein. 
At the Mayo Clinic, according 
to Doctor Nelson W. Bark er, it 
was found that among 678 persons 
who had pulmonary embolism and 
recov ered from it, and who are not 
giv en dicumarol, 297 or 43.8 per 
cent later on had another attack 
of thrombophlebitis or pulmonary 


embolism, and in 124 or IS.8 pt? 
cent the embolism was fatal. 
Similar Cases 


Howev er, in 180 similar persons 
who had pulmonary embolism and 
recov ered and who mere giv en di­ 
cumarol only two had 
throm­ 
bophlebitis or embolism later on 
and in only one instance was the 
condition fatal. About the same 
results 
were 
obtained 
in 
two 
groups of patients with thrombo­ 
phlebitis following operation. That 
is, if they were giv en dicumarol 
they were much less lik ely to hav e 
a second attack of thrombophlebi­ 
tis or a pulmonary embolism. 
Dicumarol is effectiv e when giv - 
en by mouth. Howev er, there are 
certain instances in which it can­ 
not be used, according to Doctor 
Bark er. He think s that it should 
not be employed when the per­ 
son’s k idneys are not work ing 
properly; when there is some indi­ 
cation of liv er damage; if there ie 
purpura present, a condition in 
which the blood does not clot prop­ 
erly, or when there has been any 
recent operation on the brain or 
spinal cord. He states that it 
should be employed cautiously in 
persons who hav e a dietary de­ 
ficiency. 
Thus, it may be seen that the 
proper use of dicumarol may lead 
to the sav ing of liv es. It may be 
found of v alue in the treatm ent of 
persons who hav e had either a pul­ 
monary embolism or thrombo­ 
phlebitis.

The uranium I* turned out at 
one of the company ’s many mines ’ 
in the Congo district of Haute Ka- j 
tangs. The company ’s directors in­ 
sist that they actually do not k now I 
how much uranium the mine pro- j 
dured during the war. 
The 
home office 
was cut 
off I 
from Congo during the war and ; 
officials say they don’t k now how j 
much uranium was shipped to the 
United States from their mines. 
They say that not more than a 
dozen 
Belgians 
and 
50 
natives 
work ed on uranium production. 
“We have had no directives or 
instructions since the war,” a com- j 
pany official said. “But we ima- . 
gine that since the United States is 
still guarding its atom bomb sec­ 
ret it would lik e to have most of 
the 
aux iliary facts k ept secret 
also.” 
The Union Minere is strictly a 
commercial operation. It has all 
mineral rights in the Haute Katan- J 
ga under a concession from the 
Belgian government that runs al- ! 
most to the y ear 2.000. Its stock 
is Individually owned ex cept for a ! 
small block held by the govern­ 
ment through its colonial organi­ 
sation. 
“Legally ,” an official said, “we 
have the right to sell uranium to 
any one. Of course, morally we feel

"Up to this moment we are still 
work ing directly with the Ameri­ 
can government and one of our di­ 
rectors is now in the United States 
for this purpose.”

On August 6th the Japanese 
military city of Hiroshima was 
levelled by the first atomic bomb 
to be used in warfare.

rn State Route 14 is the Ravenna 
Ordnance Center, world’s largest 
combined shell loading and am ­ 
munition storage depot. Less than 
IOO miles to the west, near San­ 
dusk y , is the Plum Brook O rd­ 
nance Work s, one of the three 
largest TNT producing plants in 
the country . 
Occupy ing 25,000 acres of land 
the R avenna installation is com­ 
posed of more than 1,000 admin­ 


istration, manufacturing and stor­ 
age buildings, igloos, 
magazines 
and homes built at a cost in ex cess 
of $57,000,000. 
In July , 1942, its greatest pro­ 
duction 
month,

The It#••#»her* end Slater* 
New Type of '’Electric Eye” Device 
Is War s Contribution lo the Blind

W ASHINGTON—War is death! 
It is organized 
destruction 
and 
murder. 
And yet, 
in 
its 
worst 
form, it is still a boon to poster­ 
ity and a benefit to us the living 
The dictionary says Uiat war 
m eans conflict 
between 
political 
bodies. 
This in itself is true. 
It 
does mean conflict. But it means 
progress, too 
War has often aided the ad­ 
vancement of civilization, tile re­ 
lief of pain as well as the inflict­ 
ing of it, the saving of Uvea as 
well as the taking of them. 
For 
out of wars come many new ways 
and new m aterials for combating 
disease and physical handicaps— 
for relieving the pain and the dis­ 
comfiture of our afflicted fellow 
men. 
One of these war-time discov­ 
eries is the new sensory method 
of aiding the blind which has re­ 
cently 
been 
developed 
by 
the 
United States Army Signal Corps. 


Sim ilar to R ad ar 
This ne<v device was designed 
along 
electronic 
principles 
like 
those of radar, and enables the 
blind to probe their surroundings 
by means of a beam of light, feel­ 
ing the location of all obstacles 
within a radius of 20 teet. 
Of course, the new instrument 
is necessarily still in its infant 
rage but Ma j Gen. Marty C. In­ 
gles, chief signal officer of the 
Army, emphasizes that after fur­ 
ther development it will be ready 
for the production I.ne—ready for 
the cager thousands of sightless 
beings whose only eyes are their 
canes or their dogs. 
The experimental model was de­ 
signed and constructed by Law­ 
rence Cranberg, a civilian physi­ 
cist at Evans Signal laboratory 
near Bradley Beach. N. J. 
It is about the size of a loaf of 
bread, weighs nine pounds arid is 
to be carried in the blind person's 
hand while he receives guiding in­ 
structions through a short wire 
connected to a single earphone. 
As the handicapped individual 
proceeds to his destination a beam 
of light about two inches in diam­ 
eter is projected from the front 
of the case by a three-watt lamp 
and is reflected by any object it 
encounters within the 20-feet ra­ 
dius.

This reflection is then detected 
by a photo-electric cell inside the 
case, causing the cell to create 
an electric current which in turn 
produces coded tone signals in the 
earphone. 
This all sounds like a bit of 
m agic from the Arabian Nights 
but it isn’t. It is just another of 
the wonders produced by man’s 
desire to destroy himself. 
Signals are coded in this fash­ 
ion: 
as the electric ray bounced 
back from its contact it hits a 
second lens in the front of the 
case. 
This lens focusses the re­ 
flected beam so that a tiny spot 
of light is directed upon a receiv­ 
ing unit, the actual brain of the 
device. 
As the reflected ray returns it 
strikes a revolving disk on the re­ 
ceiving unit. This disk turns at a 
rate of once a second and is di­ 
vided into five concentric rings, 
each of which contains one or 
more 
holes 
through 
which 
the 
light can shine upon the photo­ 
electric cell. 


The inner ring. on which the ray 
mould focus if the reflecting ob­ 
ject were from 17 to 20 feet dis­ 
tant, contains only a single small 
hole. The next ring is the 11-feet* 
distant r.ng which contains a sin­ 
gle 
large 
hole, 
shaped 
like 
a 
crescent and following the curve 
of the disk 
The 
next 
three 
rings, 
upon 
which the reflection would be di­ 
rected 
from 
distances of eight, 
five and three feet respectively, 
contain successively two small, a 
small and a large and three small 
holes.

electrical 
energy which

creates the tone signals. 
These s i g n a l s correspond In 
length to the holes through which 
they passed—one short tone for a 
sm all hole, one short and one long 
for a small and a large hole, etc. 


H and Directs H im 
Since 
the case is carried 
by 
means of a handle which is paral­ 
lel to the direction of the light 
ray, 
the 
blind 
user 
can 
easily 
sense, through the position of his 
hand, the direction of the objects 
from 
which 
reflections 
are 
re­ 
ceived. 
A blind man equipped with this 
"optical cane" can readily find his 
way along crowded sidewalks or 
even through a room strewn with 
furniture. 
However. It w'ould be of rela­ 
tively little use in helping him to 
c-oss streets since a speeding ve­ 
hicle could not be detected in time 
for him to get out of its path. 
Present 
disadvantages 
of 
the 
laboratory model, however, are ex­ 
pected to be eliminated before the 
device is introduced to the public. 
.So when your sightless neighbor 
takes his first walk with one it 
will be much lighter than it is 
now. 
It will be able to detect such 
small obstacles as narrow posts 
and hanging wires and he’li be 
able to cross streets, too. For by 
that time its range will have been 
greatly extended.
